VICTORIA, B.C., March 19th. 
— Conferences between Federal 
Fisheries Minister Mayhew, who 
represents Victoria and Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture Bowman 
have been followed by the de- 
cision to admit to British Colum- 
bia from the prairies selected 
animals certified as disease free 
by Federal Inspectors, but only 
under permits issued by the Pro- 
vince.

OTTAWA, March 19th. — What is to 
be done about Provincial embargoes 
put on because of the foot and mouth 
disease still remains obscure, although 
quite obviously it is not a dead issue. 
This was recently made clear in ques- 
tions and answers in the House of 
Commons. 

When asked what steps were being 
taken or what progress made in see- 
ing that these Provincial embargoes 
are removed at earliest possible mo- 
ment, the Minister of Agriculture, Rt. 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, said he had inter- 
viewed the Manitoba Government and 
had been in telephonic contact with 
the Government of British Columbia 
as well as with the Manitoban Gov- 
ernment. “Both are trying to work 
out some plan under which we may 
get rid of the restrictions which are 
now in effect,’ the Minister said, To 
the time of writing there has been no 
further development as far as can 
be learned. 


Atmosphere Less Tense 

The atmosphere that prevailed 
when the outbreak was discovered 
and diagnosed has become consider- 
ably less tense as time passes and 
no further signs of the disease have 
been found except in two cases not 
far from Regina, and this several days 
ago. 

The medium by which the disease 
was’ introduced into Saskatchewan 
in the first place, remains, of course, 
a mystery. The young German im- 
migrant whose effects were examined 
at Hull laboratories just across the 
river from Ottawa was given, as is 
now well known, a clean bill of 
health. Hereafter there will be a 
much closer inspection of immigrants 
intending to come to Canada if they 
have been anywhere near infected 
areas in Europe.

areas, the destruction of herds of 
which some cattle are infected and 
the disinfection of areas in which any 
article may be infected are believed 
as complete as can be devised. 


It is also quite clear that under the 
Animal Contagious Disease Act fair 
and reasonable compensation will be 
paid to the owners for all animals that 
have had to be destroyed to prevent 
the spread of the disease. 


Comparative Price Trends 


The course of cattle prices at var- 
ious market centres in the week end- 
ing Thursday, March 13th, has been 
downward on steers and heifers and 
up a little on cows. The price trends 
have naturally not been parallel. In 
Winnipeg the decline was most mark- 
ed, with steers and fed yearlings down 
from $3 to $5. Taking the markets 
East to West, Montreal sold mixed 
good and choice steers from $27 to 
$29;. Toronto (showing decline of $2) 
sold good and choice steers from $27 
to $28; Winnipeg, good steers $22 to 
$24, choice steers up to $25; Saska- 
toon where 190 cattle sold at prices 
from $1 to $2 lower, with choice 
steers from $24 to $25.70; Calgary, 
with prices down from $1 to $1.50 sold 
choice steers $24.25 to $25; Edmonton 
prices were 50 cents higher.

Vancouver sold 431 cattle on a brisk 
market $1 to $2 _ higher. Choice 
steers brought $32 to $33.

Legume in Grass Mixture 
Can Double Hay Produced 


BEAVERLODGE, Alta. — Experi- 
ments conducted on Illustration Sta- 
tions in the Peace River area em- 
phasize the value of legumes ‘in im- 
proving the fertility of grey-wooded 
soils, states A. N. Longeir of the Ex- 
perimental Station here. In supply- 
ing feed for livestock, too, the im- 
portance of legumes cannot be over- 
estimated, says Mr. Longeir; inclusion 
of a legume in a grass mixture can 
double the production of hay. And 
in addition, regardless of the type 
of rotation followed, it will increase 
the yield of subsequent crops.

RGANIZED in the fall of 1941, Alberta 
Poultry Producers, Limited; in ten years 


of operation, has grown to be thé largest 
co-operative of its kind in Canada. 


During the period, it has 
allocated to members in final 
payments over $1,424,000, of 
which more than $874,000 
was in cash, and the balance 
in reserve share certificates. 
Net worth of the association 
according to the financial 
statement, stands at $465,- 
994.07.

Reviews Market Conditions 


Reporting on behalf of the Board 
of Directors, President Karl V. Kapler 
reviewed market conditions of the 
year. While prices had remained firm 
during most of the year, they had 
dropped to price support levels at the 
beginning of 1952. 


Through the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture, the Federal Government 
had been requested to increase the 
support price to meet production costs: 
but, said Mr. Kapler, “It appears that 
the Federal Government does not in- 
tend the floor price to be a price at 
which production can be carried on 
profitably, but merely as a stop-loss 
to prevent a calamity.” 

The A.F.A. had also given assistance

dustry. As it was necessary for this 
legislation to be uniform in the Pro- 
vinces interested, several inter-pro- 
vincial conferences were held, and a 
draft plan prepared and submitted to 
the Alberta Government. The A.F.A. 
had further prepared and placed in 


. the hands of the Government a pro- 


posed draft of an Agricultural Pro- 


., ducts Marketing Act and a proposed 


Egg Marketing Scheme drawn up un- 
der the proposed Act. The Govern- 
ment was being pressed to take ac- 
tion. 

Prices for poultry, said Mr. Kapler, 
were generally higher during 1951, 
and considerable improvement was 
noted in the quality of the members’ 
products. 


Final Payments to Shippers, 


Final payments on eggs had been 
made at the rate of 2 cents a dozen 
on all grades — 1% cents in cash and 
%e cent in reserves. As competitive 
prices were paid for chickens and 
fowl, and as large inventories were 
being held, decision on firal pay- 
ment for these products had been 
deferred. 

On ducks and geese, the final pay- 
ment was 1% cents per pound, 1 cent 
of this in cash. Members who. mar- 
keted turkeys prior to December 8th, 
received 2% cents in cash and % cent 
in reserve share certificates; those 
marketing after this date received a 
higher initial payment and a lower 
final payment — % cent per pound 
in cash and the same amount in re- 
serves. Members who purchased baby 
chicks, shippers of hatching eggs, and 
Shippers of turkey eggs, also received 
final payments. 

During the year, capital expendi- 
tures of $62,000 had been authorized. 
New buildings had’ been secured at 
Stettler, Westlock, Wainwright; and 
new equipment had been bought and 
alterations and improvements made 
in other plants. 


Very Satisfactory Year 


In a survey of the year’s operations, 
the General Manager, J. I. Wright, de- 
clared that 1951 had been one of, the 


most satisfactory years ever exper- | 


ienced by Alberta poultry producers. 
One factor in the drop of egg prices 
at the end of the year, said Mr. 
Wright, was the reluctance on the 
part of some consumers to accept oil- 
processed storage eggs. In view of 
the seasonal nature of production, a 
well balanced storage program was 
necessary, and it was important that 
consumers come to recognize that the 
“high quality of Grade A fresh eggs 
can be maintained during a lengthy 
period provided they have been oil 
processed to retard evaporation and 
stored in government approved stor- 
ages at proper temperatures.” 
Foreign markets for eggs had been 
“practically non-existent” during 1951. 
The association nad handled up- 
wards of 5,250,000 dozen eggs; this 
was a drop of 10 per cent from 1950, 
but was proportionate to the decrease 
in production in the Province. Over 


.3 million dozen had been sold in Al- 


berta, 1,882,000 dozen in other parts 
of Canada, and 242,676 dozen had 
been converted into melange and sold 
to the baking trade. 


Higher Turkey Prices Here 
Poultry receipts of 2,674,644 Ibs. re- 
presented an increase of 416,000 lbs. 
chiefly in turkey handlings. Higher 
turkey prices bad prevailed in Alberta

Germans Growing More 
Sugar Beets for Fodder 
—Find Better Than Grain 


LONDON, Eng. — In a_ recent 
issue—of. Power Farmer, published 
here, James Henderson describes 
the development of beet harvest- 
ing equipment on _ the European 
Continent and makes special re- 


ference to intensified production of 
this crop in Germany. “After the out- 
break of the war,” he writes, “the 
acreage of sugar beet in Germany was 
increased in order to gain still larger 
Supplies of concentrated sugar fod- 
der. The growing of sugar beet for 
fodder was considered to be much 
more economical than the growing 
of grain for fodder because an aver- 
age sugar beet harvest yielded 70 
quintals of starch equivalent and 8 
quintals of protein equivalent per 
hectare, compared with only 25 
quintals of starch and 2.5 quintals of 
protein from one hectare of fodder 
grain, « 

To save perishable crops from rot- 
ting, an_ intensive campaign was 
Started in order to increase the silage 
capacity, resulting in the 23 million 
cubic feet capacity available in 1933 


growing to 260 million cubic feet by 
1939.”

Forest Conservation — One of the 
A.F.A. resolutions presented to the 
Provincial Cabinet on January 15th 
dealt with forest conservation. The 
basis for this resolution was the im- 
portance of permanent and uniform 
flow of the rivers and streams from 
our mountain slopes. It in turn urg- 
ed that we should adopt scientific 
forestry practices similar to those 
found successful in the Scandinavian 
countries. 

A report from the Department of 
Lands and Forests provides us with 
valuable information on this subject 
and points to the fact that very 
definite steps have and are being 
taken not only to protect mountain 
forest cover and in turn control run- 
off, but also to protect other forests 
and to develop better forest manage- 
ment. 

-In 1947, the Provincial Government 
joined with the Federal Government 
in setting up the Eastern Rockies 
Forest Conservation Board. Respon- 
sibility of this joint Board was to 
supervise and carry out: ” 

(a) projects and facilities for 
the proper protection of the for- 
ests of the area of the East 
Slope of the Rockies forming 
part of the watershed of the 
Saskatchewan River. 


(b) Protection of the forests in 
such area from fire, insects, dis- 
ease and any other damage. 


(c) Conservation, development, 
maintenance and management of 
the forest of such area with a 
view to obtaining the greatest 
flow possible of water in the 
Saskatchewan River and its tri- 
butaries. 


Some of the initial work on this 


project has been completed and more 


is uriderway. : 

Considerable work has been done 
in making aerial photographic surveys 
of forest lands. This will provide gen- 
eral information as to extent and lo- 
cation of timber resources and will 
permit a complete forest inventory. 

As a result of this and other sur- 
veys, the Department has withdrawn 
large areas of the Province from set- 
tlement. .Such areas will be known 
as the Green Area and will form the 
nucleus for the establishment of 
valuable forest cover. 

Along with establishing the Green 
Area, the Department engaged an out- 
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Sister Jostles “Cherry” from Her Throne

Lilly and 
Cherry are both classified as *Excel- 
lent the highest attainable rating for 
conformation.

NATIONAL 
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ONE NATION OR TEN? 


Some of the present-embargoes which have 
been imposed by Provincial Governments may 
have been lifted when this issue comes into 
the hands of our readers. There are signs 
as we go to press that this is about to happen, 
but finality has not been reached. We hope 
that the bans will have become things of the 
past when these lines’ are read. But the mat- 
ter can’t end there. 

Is Canada one nation, or is every one of 
the Provinces entitled, in a time of national 
emergency, such as the present, to act as an 
independent state in imposing barriers against 
inter-provincial trade which are clearly detri- 
mental to the national interest? 

If, as some constitutional authorities we 
think are likely to contend, the Provinces ex- 
ceeded their rights in imposing the bans, 
steps should be taken to ensure that the con- 


stitution is not violated again in this fashion. 


It is clearly the duty of the Federal Govern- 
ment to see that this issue is settled once and 
for all. If embargoes or quarantines of any 
kind are necessary to protect the health of 


animals, clearly the Government at Ottawa 


should alone be responsible for their imposi- 
tion. .

FEDERATION THOROUGHLY ALERT 

When the delegation from the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture met the Cabinet at Ottawa on March 6th, 
to present a comprehensive brief upon issues of great 
importance to all primary producers of farm products, 
they placed first on their list the necessity for action 
to deal with the national calamity which struck first 
the livestock industry. 

All the support the Federation can give was prom- 
ised to ensure the eradication of foot-and-mouth disease, 
and certain measures were suggested.’ The delegation 
also insisted that it is the duty of the Government to 
see to it that livestock producers shall not alone be 
called upon to bear the full impact of the loss. -“It is 
only fair and right,” stated the brief, “that losses should 
be borne by all the citizens of Canada.” 

The delegation called for the stabilization of beef 
and lamb prices at levels obtaining during the week 
ending February 16th. Hope was expressed also that 
as soon as danger of market congestion has been 
removed the former grade weights for hogs will be 
restored.

MR. PEARSON’S BROADCAST 

Hon. Lester B. Pearson, whose well-informed and 
thoughtful address before the Annual Congress of the 
Co-operative Union of Canada is referred to elsewhere 
in this issue, made a speech on the air a few days later 
which has aroused sharp controversy. 

In view of the importance of the issue raised, we 
believe the comment of The Evening Citizen of Ottawa, 
which we reprint below, will be found of interest by 
our readers. The Citizen is, of course, of all the Southam 
newspapers, the one most closely in touch from day to 
day with affairs in the capital. It has frequently express- 
ed admiration of the Minister of External Affairs, and its 
criticism in this case must therefore carry more weight 
than would that of any newspaper which might have 
been an inveterate opponent. 

The Calgary Albertan, which agrees in general with 
Mr. Pearson’s policies but is in this instance critical of 
his methods, is also quoted below.

CRITICISM COMES TO MR. PEARSON 
(Ottawa Citizen, March 14th) 

So unusual has been sharp criticism of Mr. L. B. 
Pearson, the. minister of external affairs, that Mr. -M. J. 
Coldwell drew the spotlight of public interest by his 
indignant speech in the House of Commons on Tuesday. 
Under Mr. Pearson’s very able direction, Canada’s foreign 
policy has had remarkably wide support among all 
parties in Parliament and among the people generally. 
If uneasiness is growing, the explanation might be 
found in a feeling that the constructive purposes fre- 
quently emphasized by government leaders are being 
frustrated to some extent by an excessive concern with 
the expansion of military power. 

In a radio address on March 1ilth, Mr. Pearson 
termed “irresponsible and disastrous” a recent state- 
ment by the CCF’s national council that the North 
Atlantic Council had set extravagant military goals at 
its Lisbon meeting. Instead of putting the matter on 
the plane of intelligent discussion, however, the minister 
descended to the remark that the CCF’s view of the 

isbon decisions was exactly like the Kremlin’s. Not- 
withstanding his explanation of Thursday, in the original 


' text he said it was sad to see the CCF moving toward 


the Communist position that the Russian bear is really 
a dove of peace, and that NATO is therefore an aggres- 
sive military alliance. 

Mr. Coldwell has protested that his. party took no 
such position, that its support of NATO cohtinues. If 
Mr. Pearson. wants a political row with the CCF, Mr. 
Coldwell is evidently ready to oblige him. But a con- 
sideration more important than party politics is involved 
in*this clash. It is the importance in free _ societies 
today of avoiding the smear technique in the debating 
of issues. Mr. Pearson himself, and Prime Minister St. . 
Laurent as well, have at various times expressed grati- 
fication that no vogue of slander intimidates public 
controversy in this country. 

If adverse criticism were less of a novelty to him, 
Mr. Pearson might have a political skin as thick as that 
of Mr. Anthony Eden, his British counterpart. The 
British press and periodicals have been discussing NATO 
without inhibitions, but Mr. Eden has not hit below the 
belt with charges of pro-Communism. The Lisbon com- 
munique, declares the London Economist, “must be quite 
untrue and therefore misleading” if it means 50 divi- . 
sions will be in combat readiness by the end of the 
year. The Times of London considers that “the still 
more imaginative promise of 85 to 100 divisions in two 
years’ time seems to combine the maximum amount of 
provocation with the minimum amount of deterrent 
effect.” 

The neglect rather than the asking of questions 
about NATO could prove disastrous. Adequate military 
strength must be created, but at the same time social 
conditions should be improved, under-developed areas 
should be financed, and needless provocation of hos- 
tilities should be avoided. x Es

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“GOOD SEED FOR 
BETTER CROPS” 
AGAIN SLOGAN 


Problems Arising From Poor 
Harvest Weather Are 
Dealt With 


“Good Seed for Better Crops”, is 
again the slogan for the Good Seed 
program now being conducted 
throughout the Province by the Al- 
berta Branch of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, in conjunction 
with the Field Crops Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
states a letter from J. E. Birdsall, 
Supervisor, Crop Improvement Service. 

A céntribution to the program has 
been made by C. A. Weir, district 
supervisor, Plants Products Division, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
in an article discussing the problem 
arising from last fall’s unsatisfactory 
harvest weather. 

Three Qualities of Good Seed 

Good seed must have three quali- 
ties, writes Mr. Weir: it must be pure 
as to variety, free from weed seed 
infestation, and must have the ability 
to produce healthy vigorous plants. 
It is this third quality that is in par- 
ticular question this year. 

In addition to frost damage, much 
immature grain was harvested and 
had no onvortunity to “after ripen” 


- in the field. 


Touch or damp grain usually will 
not germinate satisfactorily until it 
has heen dried in fairly warm tem- 
perature: if artificial drving is tised,' 
savs Mr. Weir, the seed should he 
dried slowlv at temneratures not 
much shove those of a hot summer's 
dav. Movement of the seed will help 
to snme extent, 

“Tha Tneieal procedure.” concludes 
Mr. Weir. “is to test each lot of seed 
for cermination, and if the results are 
belaw 75 ner cent to endeavor to 
secure a hetter stock,”

Statistics presented by J. E. O’Meara 
of the Department of Economics, Ot- 
tawa, covering the member associa- 
tions of the Co-operative Union, not 
including Quebec (nor Newfoundland) 
show that the Union has 948 member 
co-operatives in the other eight Pro- 
vinces, comprising some 798,843 per- 
sons, whose total business transacted 
through these co-operatives amounted 
to $555,008,413 in the year 1950-1951. 

(The inclusion of figures for New- 
foundland and for Quebec swells the 
total number of member co-operatives 
by many. hundreds and the total 
membership by several hundreds of 
thousands.) 


Saskatchewan Top, Alberta Third Last 


The figures show Alberta in third 
last place to New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island in membership 
and total business, because some of 
the larger producer co-operatives of 
Alberta have not as yet been included 
in the Co-operative Union member- 
ship. Saskatchewan easily holds top 
place with 303 member associations 
having a personal membership of 282,- 
428, and recording a total business of 
$212,276,719.00. Manitoba and On- 
tario come next in order. 

It was noted that the total business 
had declined about four million dol- 
lars from that of 1950 and this was 
attributed in large part to lower prices 
of farm products and incompleted 
harvests in the West. 

In addition to the accredited dele- 
gates, there were present 79 registered 
visitors. These included one each 
from Pakistan, India, Ceylon and 
Nigeria. These four men took part in 
a panel or symposium on Technical 
Assistance to Under-developed Coun- 
tries with especial reference to the 
Colombo Plan. 

These men followed an address on 
the subject by Hon. L. B. Pearson, and 
Dr. H. H. Hannam, President of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
spoke on the same program. This 
note of interest in and concern for 
the welfare of other nations and its 
special emphasis on the importance 
of food and therefore: of Agriculture 
was the keynote of the first day of 
Congress and recurred frequently dur- 
ing the latter sessions. 

One of the most important contri- 
butions to Congress was an address 
delivered by Paul Wiley Gordon on 
behalf of his chief, Paul Comly French,

Extension of Work to East 


In his paper Mr. French outined the 
extension of the work of his organiza- 
tion to the Middle and Far East. He 
dealt with some of the difficulties be- 
ing experienced in overcoming the 
age-old resistance to change and the 
adoption of modern methods of food 
production, ‘ete. This address was 
given following the annual Congress 
banquet. 


Prior to the banquet, Congress 
enjoyed, I believe for the first 
time in its history, a reception by 
a Prime Minister of Canada. The 
Right Honorable Louts St. Laurent 
was in genial and expansive mood 
and made a very happy speech at 
the head table before the banquet 
commenced, 


Reports on Insurance 


Among the most important items 
of business before Conpress was the 
report on the national co-operative 
insurance companies — Co-operative 
Lifaand Co-operative Fire and Casu- 
alty — given by H. A. Crofford, Presi- 
dent of Co-op Life. He announced 
that the necessary loans and guaran- 
tees, together amounting to $325,000, 
had been raised by the co-operatives 
and credit unions and societies across 
Canada, and that the new Co-opera- 
tive Fire and ‘Casualty Company 
would be commencing business in the 
near future.

A Pool Creamery at Lethbridge 


S FROM March Ist of this year there is a 
Dairy Pool plant in Lethbridge. It is fully 
and well equipped, and we invite all our 

members, if ever in the district, to see it. Mr. 
Norman Kirkham is manager. The plant is pos- 
sibly better known at present as the City Dairy 


Lethbridge. It is equipped for butter, eggs and 
poultry. . 


As far back as 1928, our organization had a 
number of good butter customers in the Crow’s 
Nest district. After the Southern Pool got operat. 
ing, these customers were, for the most part, trans- 
ferred to Calgary. 

More recently, however, and especially after 
we had taken over the operation of the plant at 
Brooks from the Southern Pool, there was an 
opportunity for us to re-enter the Crow's Nest on 
the sale of print butter. At the time it wasn't prac- 
tical from Brooks and so the movement was at- 
tempted from Alix. Alix, however, is quite some 
distance from this area, and the movement of 
these sales from that point wasn't exactly satis- 
factory. 


Some time before that we were advised that 
there was an opening at Lethbridge, and that a 
Pool creamery at Lethbridge would serve the 
Southern part of the Province for those who 
wished to have a producer-owned co-operative 
creamery, and at the same time serve as a use- 
ful outlet of the surplus butter produced at Brooks. 

The Lethbridge plant is fully and well equip- 
ped and should perform a useful service to ali 
dairy producers in that area.

SANITIZED UTENSILS FOR TOP QUALITY 


y. W. i. HASKELL 
ANITATION. foul had its birth, as far as 


present day civilization is ‘concerned, 


about 400 years ago, when, 


in 1546, 


Fracastorius advanced the germ theory of dis- 
ease and spread of infections by direct and 


indirect contagion. 
Discoverer of Bacteria 


In 1675, a Dutch craftsman 
named Leeuwenhoek, while en- 
gaged in the making of lenses, 
first saw tiny little living ob- 
jects which he called “animal- 
cules”. What Leeuwenhoek ac- 
tually saw were bacteria but he 
lacked a true realization of the 
significance-of his discovery. 

In 1857 the work of Fasteur, 
in his laboratory, attracted 
world-wide notice and partially 
obscured the work of many 
other research scientists who 
were also uncovering some of 
the mysteries of the tiny, living 
things now so familiar to our 
laboratory workers. 


Highly Developed Science 


Bacteriology has for many 
years been a highly developed 
science, offering untold oppor- 
tunities, both for research and 
for practical application of its 
many developments. A know- 
ledge of bacteriology has made 
it possible to apply cleaning 
and sanitizing procedures, 
having as their purpose the pre- 
paration of equipment in pro- 
per condition to have contact 
with milk and milk products. 
This has been the aim of sanita- 
tion for nearly 100 years. 


Year after year engineering » 


advancements have produced 
better dairy equipment of all 
types — milking machines, 
coolers, milk buckets, construc- 
tion materials, improved de- 
signs and many other desired 
improvements. 

A tremendous drawback in 
sanitation, however, has 
been man’s continued failure 
to properly care for much of 
the equipment now in use. It 
should be obvious that any 

sound method of evaluating 


sanitation should include an 
examination of the reasons 
for these failures. 


Why? and How? of Clean Equipment 


The cleaning and sanitizing of dairy 
equipment, either farm or plant, should 
be discussed under two separate, yet 
closely related subjects. The first 
subject being “Why?” should equip- 
ment be cleansed and_ secondly 
“How?” . 

A short statement could be made 
that the “Why?” involves only the 
desire. for clean equipment. This 
statement would probably be suffi- 
cient were it not for the fact that the 
nature, habits and significance of bac- 
teria in our daily lives is not suffi- 
ciently understood by too many 
people. Herein lies the reason tor se 
many sanitation failures. Until such 
time as those engaged in milk pro- 
duction have a greater appreciation of 
the significance of bacteria the proper 
application-of the ‘“‘Why?” and “How?” 
in cleaning and sanitizing wil leave 
much to be desired. 

Repeated trials, covering a long 
period of time, have demonstrated that 
attempts to secure ‘satisfactory results 
solely by the application of regula- 
tions have not yielded desired results. 

Education ‘Better Approach 

A more successful approach to sani- 
tation has proved to be the inclusion 
of educational activities, applied om an 
understandable basis. Edueational 
programs applied to the vanous 
branches of the dairy industry are just 
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by our stat. 


due course. 


as essential as similar endeavors ap- 


* plied to any other segment of our 
population. 


Responsibility of Every Producer 


Obviously the type of training under 
discussign does not, nor is it intended 
to, lead toa college degree. The ob- 
jective is an in-service education en- 
deavor, designed to establish a de- 
finite job responsibility on the part of 
every milk producer. 


In meetings of all types, conducted 
all over North America, those in at- 
tendance have been asked this ques- 
tion: “How many of you here have 
ever studied bacteriology?” Those 
who answer “Yes” comprise slightly 
over eight per cent of those attending 
all types of meetings. Is this not a 
clear indication as to why sanitation 
has been so difficult to achieve? 

Less than fifteen per cent of our 
people ever attend a college or univer- 
sity. This means that institutions of 
higher learning, even if all students 
studied bacteriology, never have an 
opportunity to apply educational 
necessities to the general population. 
This statement is made for the pur- 
pose of inviting attention to a glaring 
weakness in our present day sanita- 
tion programs and, by no stretch of 
the imagination as an.indictment of 
our institutions of higher. learning. 


This same educational failure 
carries over into the operation of 
eating and drinking establish- 
ments, all types of food manufac- 
turing and dispensing, and into 
the homes of a great percentage 
of our people. 


The reasons why milk and milk pro- 
ducts should have contact with only 
clean sanitized equipment is identical 
with the reasons why only clean, sani- 
tized eating and drinking utensils 
should have contact with our mouths, 
or why clean, individual, udder cloths 
should be used in the preparation of 
cow’s udders for milking.

whose ' body has been invaded by dis- 
ease producing bacteria may be a sick 
individual and a product with exces- 
sive counts, off flavors or odors due to 
the action of bacteria is a sick pro- 
duct. A cow’s udder invaded by bac- 
teria, resulting in abnormal conditions, 
is a sick udder. The only difference 
lies in the subject upon which the bac- 
teria have lavished their affections. 

Before the average person is able to 
appreciate the importance of bacteria 
in his living, and this definitely in- 
cludes milk production, he should 
know something about this all im- 
portant subject. The weakness of this 
approach to sanitation lies not in 
man’s ability to learn, but more in the 
willingness and ability of leaders to 
teach. The responsibility of teaching 
rests largely on the shoulders of those 
having closest contact with local situ- 
ations. An ability to carry out under- 
standable educational programs must 
be developed at the local level. 

Down through the years there has 
been a tendency to add more educa- 
tion to those already educated and, 
to too great an extent, overlook those 
unfortunate enough to be deprived of 
the opportunity to secure even an un- 
derstandable, on the job, training. It 
is not upon such a premise that we 
can safely rest the future of the dairy 
industry. 

Compares Bacteria With People 

Teaching by comparison is a ‘‘down- 
to-earth” method of instruction. Com- 
paring bacteria with people has proved 
to be an effective teaching approach. 
Both germs and people are alive, eat 
to survive, thrive on about the same 
food, have approximately the same re- 
actions to temperatures and certain 
chemicals, tend to colonize and may 
accomplish either good or evil. Bac- 
teria differ in size, ability to reproduce 
and —- of extreme importance in sani- 
tation — have no arms, legs or wings 
with which to get about. They must 
be carried from place to place by some 
person or object. 

Naturally, we can include rodents 
and insects among the carriers. In 
training programs. each of the above 
comparisons is greatly *expanded and 
supported by carefuliy designed visual 
training aids. The justification for this 
type of educational approach to sani- 
tation is simply the implanting in the

Instantaneous action in behalf of 
livestock producers was taken by the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
when the news of an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease on February 25th, 
‘brought a critical market situation. 

On that day, President Roy C. Mar- 
ler wired Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Ottawa, indicat- 
ing that “our farmers in Alberta are 
terribly concerned over the embargo 
and quarantine of hogs and cattle,” 
and advising that no bids for some 
markets were made that day. 

“Courageous efforts” by the Ottawa 
“in implementing price 
support” immediately, wired Mr. Mar- 
ler, had become “imperative.” The 
institution of floors was most “ur- 
gently requested.”’

Build Bridge of Sympathy to Asia, Says Pearson 


OTTAWA, Ont.—‘Undernourishment and near starvation do not 


reduce population. 


They actually cause over-population. 


Para- 


doxical as it may seem, if we were able to feed the hungry in 
India and other places the birth rate in those nations would begin 
to drop. China, India, Egypt and the Latin American countries, 


with the lowest nutritional levels in the world, have the highest 


rates of population growth.” 


Reply to Some Westerners 


This was the answer given by Hon. 
L. B. Pearson, at the Canadian Co-op- 
erative Congress here, to those people 
in the Western world who, overwhelm- 
ed by the enormity of the problem 
of Asian poverty and misery, fear 
that any action we could take would 
be futile. Such people had “taken 
refuge in the attitude that, on the one 
hand, anything the West can do 
would be too little to have any real 
effect upon the problems of the area, 
or, on the other, that making condi- 
tions of life more tolerable through 
increased supplies of food and better 
health, and so cutting the mortality 
rate, would merely increase the num- 
ber of mouths to be fed and create an 
even greater problem.” 

In an address which revealed great 
breadth of outlook and understanding, 
the Minister declared that ‘more than 
ever, in a world in which physical 
distances have so shrunk that coun- 
tries far away are now our neighbors, 
the phrase ‘East and West’ implies 
a cultural and economic rather than 
a geographical separation. 


Bridge of Sympathy, Understanding 

“Our association in the Common- 
wealth of Nations and our member- 
ship in U.N. offers us a bridge of sym- 
pathy and understanding to three of 
these Asian countries. It also gives 
us a corresponding responsibility to 
examine with care and urgency the 
problems of fhe ‘have-not’ nations of 
that great and ancient area. 

“When we in the West speak of 
improving: economic and Social condi- 
tions in our own countries, we think 
in terms of raising our standards of 
living. The basic problem of most 
of the peoples of Asia, however, does 


not concern the standard of living, 


but how to maintain life itself, 


Never So Many on So Little 


“Never have so many subsisted on 
so little. Nearly a thousand million 
Asians are trying to exist on a diet 
amounting to only 80 per cent of the 
pre-war level — the level of the 
‘hungry East’. The daily ration in 
rice in some areas has shrunk to 5 
or 6 ounces per person, compared with 
the normal pre-war daily consumption 
of 16 to 18 ounces. Since 1945 India’s 
food production has deteriorated. In

the people are living ‘from ship to 
mouth’. 


“The real hope of saving the 
millions of Asians from hunger 
and hardship depends not upon 
importing food from abroad, but 
upon increasing the productivity 
of the land of their own coun- 
tries.” 


(Mr. Pearson dealt at length with 
the role which Canada is playing and 
expects to play in. giving technical 
assistance to under-developed coun- 
tries. With these aspects of his ad- 
dress we hope to deal later. Those

A FARMER LOOKS AT REGINA 
Editor, The Western Farm Leader: 


Just a few observations with regard 
to the slaughtered cattle at Regina. 
November 26th, 1951 — February 18th, 
1952 — almost eleven weeks in t 
day and age of speed and sciente, 
within touch of the world’s labora- 
tories by word in a matter of seconds, 
and personal visit a matter of hours. 
Something, somebody slipped and 
badly. This should not, must not, 
happen again. 


The great unsolved mystery, how 
and when did it get there? The Can- 
adian immigration people have a 
great responsibility. Every one of 
those new immigrants should have all 
their effects properly disinfected, es- 
pecially those coming from Europe, 
as foot and mouth disease is widely 
scattered in almost every part of that 
continent. Returned American pri- 
vates and non-commissioned officers 
from Germany tell us that there are 
in that country literally thousands of 
German youths, fanatical Nazis as 
anything that ever Hitler had, who 
see. nothing wrong with the Fuehrer, 
only that he failed. Those young 
people are capable of doing anything, 
as we have learned. We should not, 
we must not, overlook possible de- 
liberate infection by some from that 
area. 


Federation Demand Sound 


The buyers, the packers have failed 
miserably, have panicked worst of all. 
From the high point in December to 
the low at the end of February, we 
have had a drop in beef prices of as 
much as one-third in some classes and 
even as much as half in others. This 
in the face of the greatest peacetime 
demand for meats in Canadian-United 
States history. The Federation of Ag- 
riculture is sound and logical in its 
demand for a floor price for beef and 
mutton. Livestock raising is such a 


long-time proposition with such a 


heavy expenditure of capital, time 
and physical exertion that this floor 
price should not merely be a stop-loss 
project, but should have some reason- 
able relation to the cost of production. 
Beef, and to a lesser extent mutton, 
were just about the only agricultural 
products that brought back to the 
producer the cost of production and 
a standard of living faintly resemb- 
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to a money-making future.

As farmers and stockmen we 
should pledge ourselves, every 
one of us, to report to the nearest 
responsible authority any new de- 
velopment with regard to the 
health of our herds and flocks. 

This must be done immediately

: Not a Price, but a Farce 

As stockmen and farmers we should 
and must refrain from marketing any 
livestock, beef or mutton to the ex- 
treme limit of our financial ability, 
our feed resources and the finished 
condition of our livestock. The pre- 
sent market is not a price, it is a 
farce. Those who fed cattle and the 
feeders who bought cattle for feed are 
taking a tragic loss. And all so un- 
necessary with a little intelligence, 
vision and a tiny bit of courage. 

Surely the packers should see that 
meat for hungry people is worth just 
as much as it ever was. Why should 
a cow be worth 26 cents a pound live 
weight in the last of December and 
only 13 or 14 cents in the last week 
of February? To lay the blame on 
the shortsighted Provincial embargoes 
is no answer, because those will all be 
removed in a short time and surely 
everybody is aware that we have re- 
frigeration. 

Personally, I think we should dis- 
pense with those big spring sales. 
They are not a vital necessity. I 
have been buying the best bulls I 
could afford to buy and import and 
also selling at private sales for 25 
years. It can be done. So in this 
emergency these sales could well be 
dispensed with until this problem is 
cleared up.

CATASTROPHES AND THE NEWS

Dear Farm Women: 


Haven’t you often thought that the 
radio announcers and the newsmen 
must positively rejoice over some 
catastrophe or even a sorrow. Indeed, 
even a minor misfortune often stands 
them in good stead, for it gives them 
something with which to fill their 
allotted time or space without the 
searching for news or information 
which there must be at others. And, 
judging from what is more generally 
accentuated, it would seem that we 
as a reading and listening public 
must be more interested in bad or 
disruptive news rather than in some- 
thing pleasing and constructive. 

For instance, the national sorrow 
at the death of King George stood 
the news media and us in good stead 
for many a program and many an 
issue. Now, it is a misfortune that 
has come to their help in the form 
of the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease near Regina. Not that I am 
meaning they are more callous than 
anyone else. It is merely that they 
in their work are conveying to us 
what they think we wish to hear. 


Of Far-Reaching Interest 


And of course some of such news 
is of far-reaching interest and the 
results are more widespread than we 
realize. No doubt, when some people 
heard of the foot-and-mouth disease 
in Saskatchewan it seemed something 
quite remote to them. They gave a 
passing thought and a “Too bad, isn’t 
it!” for the people directly concerned. 
Later, they .have been told of the 
widespread influence it might have, 
possibly affecting themselves very 
directly personally. 

For instance, it seems a jump from 
the foot-and-mouth disease affecting 
a farmer and his economic life in 
Regina, Saskatchewan, and someone 
running a tourist resort on the West 
Coast of British Columbia. Yet I 
noted the fear in some of the papers 
here that the disease might spread 
and affect with dire results the deer 
here, thus making for a great short- 
age of tourists coming up from the 
States for the hunting season. , 


- All Bound Together 


We are all bound together in this 
modern life, much, much more than 
we realize. It is necessary to think 
in wider terms than personally and of 
our own calling in life. 

And sometimes, too, it seems 
strange that what seemed only a 
loss may mean a benefit to some. 
For instance, I noticed a comment in 
The Nation of New York recently 
about the death of King George and 
the benefit it was to Churchill — not

Western Agricultural 
Conference 

I attended three 
meetings of the Western Agri- 
cultural Conference, each time 
as a member of the Resolu- 
tions Committee — the last 


two, as chairman of this Com- : 


mittee. Just what were the 
duties of the members of this 
committee? Well, each year 
a member from each of the 
four Western Provinces, and a 
member from the United Grain 
Growers, met one or two days 
prior to the Conference. 

We had before us all the re- 
solutions pertaining to Western 
agriculture, as well as all those 
of a national character, which 
had previously been approved 
by Provincial Federations of 
Agriculture from this Western 
area. Naturally, it was usual 
to find several resolutions 
covering the same _ subject. 
Such were grouped and re. 
written. There were also, as 
a rule, many duplicate resolu- 
tions. In these instances, the 
Committee chose the one 
which, in its opinion, most 
clearly and concisely express- 
ed the thought contained 
therein, 

Grouped Under Main Headings 


Resolutions were then grouped un- 
der main headings. For example, 
Grain Marketing, Marketing other 
than Grain, Transportation and 
Freight Rates, etc. From the many 
resolutions placed before the Com- 
mittee after final grouping, re-writ- 
ing and elimination of duplication, 
about fifty to seventy were placed 
before the Conference on the opening 
day. 

The work of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, however, continued through- 
out the Conference. Resolutions were 
presented to the Conference by mem- 
bers of this Committee, and, in or- 
der to expedite the business of the 
sessions, each resolution as read was 
moved by the chairman of the Com- 
mittee.

Are Our Women Making 
Contributions? 


Now, are the Western farm women 
making a contribution through WAC 
and CFA?

Let 
us look at the -resolutions sponsored 
mainly by Western farm women dur- 
ing this period. 

Looking back to the 1950 Confer- 
ences, the first resolution that comes 
to mind originating, it happens, with 
the FWUA and approved subsequent- 
ly by AFA and WAC, and finally 
passed at the National level by CFA, 
was the one urging the need for 
preventive measures with respect to 
mental breakdown. We now know 
that mental deviations may be recog- 
nized by trained personne! in the in- 
cipient stages. If so recognized and 
treated at that time, later and more 
serious breakdown may be prevented 
in most cases. 


By means of this resolution and 
the ensuing discussion and pub- 
licity, Western farm women have 
Piayed a notable part in promot- 
ing understanding with reference 
to a subject that concerns every 
one of us.

Strong efforts should be made to 
reach such reasonable terms as would 
permit of renewal of the International 
Wheat Agreement for a period of 
three years, at least, it was decided 
at the recent meeting in Regina, of 
representatives of the Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba Federations of 
Agriculture..

The World demand for wheat con- 
tinues strong and world trade is ex- 
pected to be about as high as last 
year when shipments reached 931,800,- 
000 bushels. 

Supplies of wheat available for ex- 
port and carryover in the four major 
exporting countries are down consi- 
derably from last year, totalling 946 
million bushels on February ist as 
compared with 1,152 million bushels 
a year earlier. Canada is the only 
one of these countries which has lar- 
ger stocks than a year ago, and a sub- 
stantial portion of Canada’s supply is 
of low grade and 150 million bushels 
is still unharvested and of uncertain 
quality.

Southern Hemisphere Produces Less 

The Argentine crop has recently 
been estimated at only 84.5 million 
bushels, or scarcely 40 per cent of the 
213.1 million bushels harvested a year 
ago. The government there has 
placed rigid restrictions on the use of 
wheat in order to avoid the necessity 
of importing wheat. Australia’s stocks 
are down too, and as a result con- 
siderable pressure may be expected 
on North American stocks for some 
months to come, 

United States exports this year may 
reach 425 million bushels, compared 
with 376 million last year. 
estimate has been made of possible 
exports from Canada, during the first 
six onths of the 1951-52 crop year 


with only 105 million in the 
da year ago. With the 
avigation on the Great 
Lakes only about’ a month away, a 
concerted effort is being made _ to 
move aS much grain as possible into 
the Lakehead so that a large volume 
of grain will be ready for movement 
by the lake vessels before the ore 
shipments begin. 

Good progress is being made with 
sales under the International Wheat 
Agreement and early in March 452.8 
million bushels had been sold out of 
total guaranteed quantities of 580.9 
million bushels. The largest part-of 
the unsold portion remains in Can- 
ada’s quota, this country having sold 


only 144.6 million bushels of her quota - 


of 233.0 million. 

While the agreement does not ex- 
pire until July 1953, its terms provide 
that member nations shall meet not 
later than July of this year to discuss 
its renewal. Last week in Regina 
representatives of Western farm or- 
ganizations met to finalize their 
opinions on the agreement so that 
recommendations could be made to 
the Federal Government. No state- 
ment was made following the meet- 
ing, but within the past few months 
most farm organizations have passed 
resolutions favoring the principle of 
the agreement but suggesting that 
higher floor and ceiling prices be 


asked when the renewal of the agree- ° 


ment is under discussion.

Woman Delegate to Co-op 
Congress on Preservation 
of Peace 


(Co-operative Union News Service) 


OTTAWA, Ont. — Without giving 
ground “‘on one iota of our principles”, 
the peoples of the Western world 
Should be ready to compromise with 
the Eastern sphere to preserve peace, 
Mrs. H. L. Lawrence, of Lashburn, 
Sask., Canadian delegate to the re- 
cent International Women’s Guild 
meeting in Copenhagen, told dele- 
gates to the 43rd annual Co-opera- 
tive Congress of Canada in Ottawa. 

“The women of the world,” Mrs. 
Lawrence said, “in the interests of 
their sons and their grandsons, are 
today primarily interested in peace. 
At the Copenhagen conference we 
tried to approach this problem with- 
out the assumption that all our ideas 
are right and all their ideas are wrong 


. . » We mustn’t give ground on one: 


iota of principle, but aside from prin- 
ciple we must be ready to compro- 
mise.” 


The Only Woman Delegate 


Mrs. Lawrence drew attention to the 
fact she was the only woman dele- 
gate to the Co-operative Congress 
this year. ‘“What’s the matter with 
the rest of you? When are you going 
to wake up and realize the work that 
women can do? I am proud of Sas- 
katchewan for a realistic attitude it 
has shown in this respect, and be- 
lieve the rest of the Provinces are 


-missing a bet if they don’t encourage 


their women to work with them. 

“We are working to build an eco- 
nomic system,” Mrs. Lawrence said, 
“and women spend an awful lot of 
money. We want that money to go 
into co-op channels and _ nowhere 
else.” Mrs. Lawrence said that while 
the co-operative movement aimed at 
creating new spiritual values, and em- 
phasized the building of a new way of 
life, this could only be achieved with 
the tools at hand. 

“The tools we have to use to do 
this job are the commercial co-opera- 
tives, and we must use them effi- 
ciently and with loyalty.”

Two Manitoba Women’s Resolutions 


This year, two important resolu- 
tions emanated from the Manitoba 
farm women. One requested Federal 
aid for education. The suggestion 
was made that it should be paid as 
a basic grant per child of school age. 
It was recognized that in order to 
equalize opportunities throughout the 
Dominion for every child regardless 
of place of residence, more money 
must be found. It was also empha- 
sized that the resources of the nation 
must be mobilized to the end-that no 
child should be barred, because of 
place of residence or parental im- 
poverishment, from the fullest train- 
ing compatible with inherent mental 
capacity and aptitude. In other words, 
While in the past we have paid lip 
service to this objective, we should 
now prepare ourselves to pay in coin 
of the realm. 


Labor-Saving Devices in Home 


The second resolution I have in 
mind asked for the removal of budget 
tax discriminations and credit restric- 
tions against labor-saving devices in 
the home. It listed washing machines, . 
refrigerators, stoves, irons, etc. 

This resolution appeared to me to 
be particularly appropriate and com- 
mendable, inasmuch as many farm 
homes at this time are finding elec- 
trical power available for the first 
time, right now. If they are to make 
use of this power, new stoves, re- 
frigerators, irons, etc., must be pur-. 
chased, and they must be bought 
NOW in contrast to established homes 
in towns and cities who can “make 
do” for the present’ with their old 
equipment. 

I might point out that there is a 
15% Federal tax on items listed 
above. Certain credit restrictions have 
been lifted recently, but the maxi- 
mum credit period has been changed 
only from twelve months to eighteen 
months. There has been no change 
in the minimum down payment which 
stands at 33 1/3% on labor-saving 
equipment. We might note in this 
connection that oh numerous items, 
for example musical instruments, the 
regulations no longer apply. 

Perhaps I have sufficiently stressed 
the point that Western farm women 


have made a considerable contribu-:: 


tion to WAC and CFA, and have jus- 
tified their position as members of 
these bodies at the national level. 


Very Happy Association 


In conclusion I would like to say 
that my association in an. official 
capacity has been a very happy one 
indeed. I appreciate the honor of 
representing farm women of the West 
during the years under review.. That 
honor has now gone for the first 
time to Manitoba. Mrs. Harkness is 


‘the representative on tthe National 


Women’s Committee on the CFA 
Board for 1952. I have worked with 
Mrs. Harkness for the past two years, 
I like her very much and have a 
deep respect for her knowledge of 
farm problems, her general back- 
ground of information, and her fine 
common sense. My best wishes are 
extended to her for every happiness 
and every success during her term 
of office.

Tomato Plants: should be_ started 
in the house in the last week of 
March, says one authority. When the 
second pair of leaves are formed, 
“prick out” in flats or large pots, 
allowing plenty of room. Or, put 
them in paper cups, so that they can 
be transplanted into the garden with 
practically no disturbing of the roots. 
Keep them in the: sun as much as 
possible, and keep the soil moist but 
The objective should be 
stocky plants, six or seven inches 
high, 'ready for transplanting in the 
latter part of May. 

To Wash Windows: Add a cup of 
coal oil to each gallon of warm water 
used. Dry with a soft cloth; there 
will be no streaks, say the advocates 
of this method. 

Salads: Should be served all. the 
year ’round. Grated raw carrot, tur- 
nip, apple, cauliflower -and parsnips 
may be added to the more usual let- 
tuce and cabbage for a change of.

age of 12 for child workers. In 21 
European countries only one, Portu- 
gal, had a minimum age below 14. 
In the Near-and Middle East, age 
limits below 14 are still frequent. 
Highest standards were found in 
North America, Australia, New Zea-
